During the past three weelks a move has
beon on foot in the city to organize a lodge of
the order of Foresters, The movement was
innugurnted by Mre. Burns, of Chicago, a
mon prominent in the order in Illincis and
who hus seen sod experienced the benefits of
it. Toree meotings have been bheld in Dr,
Rosewator's ofMee during the past fow woeeks
in discussing the plans of the organization
and the supreme offleers of the lodge have
boeon communieated with in regard to the
instituting of the lodge. An ofieer will be
It this city durlng the first sweel of August
to conducet thoe mstitution exercises and in-

stull  oMeors for this  lodge und  the
one recontly organized at  Sonth
Omaha, At the meeting  last  Tues-

day night about thirty-five persons wors
present who are to be membors of the lodge.
Alrendy about fifty men have signed their
nivmes to the tist of choarter members.  Mre,
M. E. Kerr, Dr, Rosewater and M. R, Don-
ney have heen appointed o coromittee to
draw up a constitution and by-laws for the
order and will report at the meeting which is
to be held noxt Tuesday night 1o complete
the artangemoents of the organization and
for the lnstitution of the lodge.

The order s & comparative stranger in the
city, The following fucts connected with its
worlings In the atute of 1llinois may intro-
duco and tond to give It good place smong
the men of Omaha.  Itis a benevolent order,
based upon the broadest principles of mu-
tual aid wnd frateroul intercourse in all so-
ehitl and business relutions in e, It com-
bines the good qualities of the older orders,
auil rejects such fontures a8 time and exper
lence have proven to be im[lnmq-l.u-nb]u. tn-
just and unwise, Its grand object is to
unite in one true  brotherhood all good men,
without regard to sectarian croeds, politieal
dogmus, or conditions in  life: to provide for
rellef in slekness or disabllity: to assist
the unfortunite; to relieve the distressod;
and to protect the widows and orphoos of
deconsed brothren,

Foresters are tuught by the principles of
the order to bo sober, upright and conscien-
tious—willing to help, ready to relieve, and
obedient to the lnws of the country, so us to
command the respect of their fellow-men. In
their domestic relations they are taught to
be affectionnwe and trustful as husbands, s
favhors, vegurdful for the moral and material
well-being of their children and dependents;
as sons, dutiful pnd exemplacy; as frionds,
stendfust and Lroe,

It tenches in the most foreible manner the
all-important lesson of fraternity—Iliberty,
banevolence and concord; that all men are
one family, and are therefore brethren, Ita
objects ure to assist its members in all their
wants and needs, and to contribute to the
widows and orphnns of decensed members
E 1000, 80 a8 to place them in a position of In-
llup_-ndmwv.

The msurance of, the order on the death or
wmember is £LO00, which is raised by u pro
ratn aascssmont upon the entire membership,
which is now 10,717, dstributed among 163
courts, Thus, at the present time, the cost
per member is leas than 8 cents for every
death that ovcurs,  The annual dues range
frou 80 Lo £ per year, payuble quarterly, a
majority of the conrts charging the former
figure, which uppears to be sufllcient for cur-
rent exponses,  The lodges are orgunized
Into division courts, which are the ruling
bodies, and bave charge of the finances of
Lhe Imig!:s and subordinate courts within
Ltheir Jurisdiction,

During the past three vears the order in
Hinois alone hos added over 7,000 members
o their lodge rolls and paid out over 8557467
In death losses und insurance. It isto be
hoped that the lodges orguanized in this city
muy mect with grand success, The South
Omaha lodge recently organized will be in-
stituted at the same time as the lodge in this
gty recently crgunlxm} R

A. 0. U. W. Ofticial Oircular.

The oMeial cireular from the mesting of
the Supremo lodge of the Ancient Order of
United Worlanen, recently held at Louisyille,
Ky., snnounces & number of changes to the
sonstitution and laws of the order. Some of
the changes were:

“We recommend that all jurisdictions now
pomposing the Supreme lodge bencofloiar,

jurisdiction be set apart as so te benefi-
piary jurisdiotions on the H0th day of No-
vember, 1888, and that these several jurisdic-

tions be from that date subject to the provi
sions of the relief laws as they now exist.”

The following resolution presented by the
committee on laws was adopted :

“Resolved, That the supreme master work-
mun is hereby authorized and directed to set
apart as separate bencficigry jurisdictions
the Grand lodges of Indwna, of Texas, of
Georgin, ete., and of Kentucky, to take effect
November 86. 1858, without regard to the
number of members under the jurisdietion
of smd Grand lodges, realpeativeu'; and said
Grand Im.lﬂu are required to make such
mmendments to thelr constitutions und gen-
eral lnws as may be necessary to this end.”

A rosolution was introduced in regard to
temperance as follows:

Whereas, The excessive death rate in sev-
oral of the grand jurisaictions of the order is
traceable to the use of intoxicating liquors as
u bevorage; therefore be it

Resolved, Thut it is the sense of this body
that the recommendation o grand lodges to
incorporote a provision in their constitution
and by-laws prohibiting the admission or re-
tention in the order of members engaged in
the manufecture or sale of intoxicatin
liguors, and of habitual drunkards, adopted
by the lunmma lodge at its session of 1857,
be and is horeby insisted upon,

The lutguﬂ of the Upchurch memorial
fund wus discussed and & resolution passed
that all mouney in that fund was not with-
drawn before January 1, 1888, would be used
and invested for the beuefit of the widow of
the decensed founder of the mstitution,

The law in regurd to raising of the relie
fund was amoended as follows:

The relief fund shall be ralsed by levyin,
assessments of amounts not more thao sufi-
clent to produce the smount required for the
payment of each respective relief ussessment;
and such nssessments shall be levied and col-
lected in the same manner and under the
same laws, rules and regulations as ordinary
assessments for the bencficiary Fund, und
all laws of the order in regard to suspensions
for nop-payment of ordinary assesinents or
reinstatement of members shall be applicable
mlso to such relief assessmonts.

A number of other less important changes
were made in the general laws, The vevised
Inws have beon published in  pamphlet form
and distributed among the oMcors of the
order throughout the l.‘OI.II'I.lI',\f.

Masons In .l"mceulcmn.

Grand Mastor Smith has issued an order,
nuder date of July 18, with reference to Ma-
sons taking partin processions, He says:
Tha “strictly Masonio" oecasions referrved to
in grand lodge by laws, are the funoranl of a
brother, the laying of corner-stones of Ma-
sonle and publie buildings, and dedication of
Masonic halls, ench of which, except the fun-
erals, eon only pe done by the grand master
or his proxy. Natlonal snd state holi-
anys, Decoration day mnd pienles are
pot “strictly  Masonle,” and  dispensa-
tions will not be granted for lodges to parade
in regalin upon such occasions, unless there
i some very speciul reason for the same, 1t
ought to be the pride of every Free Mason
10 en in the ceicbration of the natal day
of our independenve, or tho decoration of
the graves of the herole dead who died in
defense of our natlonal hberties, but onlg us
soldiers or 48 citizans of this great republic,
'here is no place for givie societies in such
provessions ok uﬂmo::lal.

The supreme council of the order of
Chosen Friends has levied assessment 148
(subordinate council 194, call 12, series of
1884) dated 15th inst,, on deaths 1410 to 1438,
and disability claims 170 to 174, a total of
twenty olaims, Of this number California
claims seven,  The balance of the olaims are
apportioned as follows: Ohio, Virginia and
Michigan, two each, and New Hamupshire,
Nevada, Indiana, Ontario (Canada), No-
braska, Texas and Colorado one each,  Two
of the clilms are for =500 each, five for
¥1,000 each and three for §1,500 cach, six for
2,00 each and four for &,000, making a
grand total of £14,600 to be paid beneficiuries
on collections from this call, This levy will
pay for all deaths reported to May 17th last,
and will become delinquent by membars to
secreturios on or before August 15th next,
To the date of making this call this order
has paid the sum of 2,798 40824 on 1805
deaths, and $150,000 on (62 diswvilities, a
grand total of §2,U81,408.24.

The supreme lodge relief board report of
the Ancient Orderof United Workmen shows
that Nebraska pmd into this fund In 1887,
£200.81, while New York paid, £,857,1%, This
report shows considerable of the same infor-
mition that has been published in the Work-
man ut different times.

On the 4th of July the New Jersey Rod
Men had & great parade in Camden, 1t is
estimated there were more thun four thou-
sund members of the order in line, and  dele-

utions were present from Baltimore, Phila-
clphin, New York and other cities.

In the movement to establish the Odd Fel-
lows' home, of Massachusetts, De Soto
lodge, of Springfield, that started the floor
work in the degrees, leads off with a dona-
tion of 2,000, to promote this praiseworthy
object, The commiites huving the matter in
charge wish to ruise §100,000 before purchus-
Ing ground.

The late emperor of Germany, William I,
shortly before ne died, sent a congratuliting
letter o the Masonice lodge at Rostock, Muck-
lenburg, on the seventy-fifth anniversary of
its formation. In it he said: *Free Masoonry
constitutes w true element of the religious
sentiment and works for the well-being of
humanity.'

The actual cost to n moember who joined
the Knighta of Honor in 1578, and was then
under the age of forty-five jyeurs. has been,
for the fifteen years up to July 1, 1838 $231
in sesesaments, or an average of 15,408 year
for un insurance of #,000. Few benefeial
societies in this country cun produce n record
which equals this for fifteen consecutive
years,

the Northern Relief ussociation, is a good
thing.

They
show u large increase in membership, and
also in capital. This session will bo a lively
one, aud the differont lodges in this city have
munde arrangemonts for the reception of the
reprosentatives, and the elected committeo
has a fine programme,

The grand chancellor of the Knights of
Pythias eautions lodges aguinst being in-
fluenced by any alleged ‘‘decisions” of his
wlhich ure the result of informal conversa-
tions between himself and different brethren,
A devision is always in writing and attested
by the grand lodge seal, and can be had for
the asking, but mlaumfurumuding wnd mis-
ropresentation result where casual remarks
are quoted in the lodges by interested par-
ties.

Ne-
braska lodge No, 1, of this eity, on June 27,
closted J. W, Lounsbury and C. L, Johnson
representatives to the grand lodge meeting
ot Fremont, in September, and ananimously
instructed thamn to urge the pussage of o res
olution declaring the traftlcking in liguor wo
be a Pythian offense,

The comunissioners for opening streets¥in
Baltimore, says the Baltimorcan, have ad-
vartisod to be sold at public auction the ma-
tevial in the Odd Feliows' ball building on
Giny strect, This s prepuratory to the open-
ing of Douglas street through the city hall.
1t 1s stated that this one in Baltimore wus
the first hall erected in the United States
and dedicated to the cause of Odd Fellow-
ship. It isstill in good preservation and a
eredit to Gay street urchitecturally, It is re-
ported that the order in Baltimore will pro-
test nguinst the sale, and if need be resort to
the courts for the protection of their rights,

bon, as Ligh as §5,000 certiicates has caused
some discussion s to the feasability of pro-
viding in tne next grand lodge, by an amend-
meut o the laws, for an ditional class of
